I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Ninth 
Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Port 
of  Southampton  for  the  Year  1900. 

The  appearance  of  Plague  in  all  parts  of  the  World 
has  necessitated  a  most  careful  inspection  by  your  Port 
Medical  Officer  .of  all  vessels  arriving  from  infected  or 
suspected  districts. 

The  outbreak  of  Plague  in  South  Africa  has  called 
for  special  vigilance,  inasmuch  as  Southampton  is  the 
chief  Port  of  England  in  connection  with  South  African 
Traffic.  Recently  this  communication  has  been  con- 
.siderably  increased  “by  the  arrival  of  His  Majesty’s 
Transports.

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STATISTICAL. 

Table  A  contains  the  Board  of  Trade  Returns  respecting  passengers 
leaving  this  Port  for  places  out  of  Europe,  amounting  to  64,998, 
against  49,662  in  the  previous  year.  The  medical  examination  of 
Emigrants  embarking  at  this  Port  is  controlled  by  the  Board  of 
Trade’s  Medical  Officer.  In  the  event  of  any  person  discovered  to 
be  suffering  from  an  infectious  disease  their  isolation  in  hospital 
is  secured  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

Ko  account  can  be  obtained  of  persons  passing  through  the 
Port  for  places  on  the  Continent  or  the  Channel  Islands. 

Table  B  deals  exclusively  with  the  arrival  of  ships  and  passengers. 

The  figures  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  ships  and  passengers 
arriving  at  this  Port  in  1900. 

The  total  number  of  passengers  arriving  from  all  countries,  includ¬ 
ing  crews,  amounted  to  259,607,  against  228,800  in  1899,  and  97,227 
in  1892  ;  these  figures  do  not  include  troops  disembarking  here. 

Many  large  vessels  arrive  in  the  River  to  disembark  Southampton 
passengers.  Records  are  taken  of  persons  landing  only,  and  not  of 
passengers  or  crew  in  transit  to  other  ports.

Nineteen  cases  were  notified  as 

having  occurred  during 

the  voyage 

of  nine  vessels,  as  set  forth  in  Table  C. 

The  five  cases  arriving  within  the  Port  were  isolated  upon  the 
Floating  Sanatorium. 
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The  most  important  incident  in  regard  to  this  disease  occurred 
upon  H.M.  Transport  Kildonan  Castle,”  which  arrived  at  South¬ 
ampton  October  5th,  1900. 

Four  cases  occurred  amongst  the  troops  soon  after  leaving  Cape 
Town.  A  temporary  hospital  was  constructed  upon  the  sun  deck  by 
placing  two  horse  boxes  in  position. 

The  cases,  together  with  their  attendants,  were  perfectly  isolated 
during  the  voyage. 

On  arrival  the  affected  troops  were  removed  to  the  Floating  Port 
Sanatorium.  The  attendants  were  removed  for  disinfection. 

The  troops  were  mustered  and  examined,  and  the  authorities  of 
the  various  depots  or  districts  notified.  No  extension  of  the  infection 
occurred. 


TROOPSHIPS  ARRIVING  IN  1900. 

About  45,000  troops  were  brought  to  Southampton  during  the 
year  by  101  transports,  considerably  increasing  the  responsibility  and 
work  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

A  very  large  number  of  troops  were  suffering  from  Enteric  Fever 
on  arrival,  and  were  removed  to  Netley  Hospital.  Where,  however, 
invalids  were  members  of  the  ship’s  crew,  they  were  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

The  work  of  disinfection  connected  with  transports  has  been  a  great 
undertaking.  It  has  been  necessary  in  some  instances  to  remove 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  ship’s  bedding  to  the  Town  Disinfector,  and 
subsecjuently  to  have  a  number  of  hands  to  spray  and  fumigate  the 
infected  portions  of  the  vessel. 

The  Port  Sanitary  staff  has  been  temporarily  augmented  to  cope 
with  the  extra  work  due  principally  to  the  arrival  of  transports  at 
Southampton. 

I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  Admiralty  pay  for  services 
rendered  by  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority.

INSPECTION  OF  Vessels. — As  in  previous  years  the  majority  of 
vessels  arriving  in  the  port  have  been  inspected  by  the  Officers  of  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authority.  Both  passenger  and  cargo  vessels  entering 
the  Docks  are  boarded  and  examined  immediately  they  arrive  alongside 
the  quays.  Vessels  which  only  discharge  passengers  off  Hamble  are 
waited  upon  by  Tenders  ;  an  Officer  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  accom¬ 
panies  each  Tender  and  receives  a  report  as  to  the  health  of  the  persons 
on  board,  but  more  particularly  of  those  who  are  to  be  landed  at  South¬ 
ampton.  In  many  instances  the  Steam  Ambulance  accompanies  the 
Tender  in  readiness  to  remove  any  infectious  disease  that  may  exist, 
without  causing  delay  to  the  vessel.  In  the  event  of  sailing  vessels  not 
entering  dock,  and  vessels  proceeding  to  Eling,  Redbridge,  Bursledon, 
or  other  portions  of  the  Port  Sanitary  District,  they  are  examined  as 
soon  after  their  arrival  as  possible. 

The  number  of  inspections  during  the  year  1900  amounted  to  3461, 
96  of  which  were  re-visits. 
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As  a  result  of  the  general  inspection,  many  unimportant  nuisances 
were  discovered  and  abated  by  verbal  request.  Nuisances  of  an 
important  character  were  reported  in  respect  of  52  vessels  ;  these  were 
abated  by  notices.  The  nuisances  principally  complained  of  were  as 
follows  : — Uncleanly  or  damp  forecastle  ;  insufhcient  ventilation  ;  un¬ 
cleanly  water  tanks,  &c.

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MEDICAL  VISITS. 

Melical  visits  have  been  made  off  Netley  to  all  vessels  arriving 
within  the  port  from  clistiicts  infected,  or  snspected  to  be  infected,  with 
Plague,  Cholera,  or  Yellow  Fever,  and  to  all  vessels  where  cases  of  sick¬ 
ness  have  occurred. 

Many  visits  have  been  made  to  Sailing  Ships  at  anchor  in  different 
parts  of  the  district  when  sickness  has  been  reported. 

PLAGUE  PRECAUTIONS. 

This  is  the  principal  disease  which  has  threatened  to  invade  the 
port.  Its  existence  in  almost  all  parts  of  the  world  has  necessitated 
extreme  vigilance  on  the  part  of  the  executive  officers  of  the  Port 
Sanitary  Authority. 

The  outbreak  in  South  Africa  caused  us  special  risks  owing  to  the 
almost  daily  communication  by  Troopships.

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All  vessels  from  infected  or  suspected  districts  were  boarded  by 
your  Port  Medical  Officer  at  the  boarding  station  off  Netley. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  passengers  were  taken  and  forwarded 
where  necessary  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  districts  in  the 
United  Kingdom  to  which  they  were  proceeding. 

Suspicious  cases  were  removed  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital 
until  an  accurate  diagnosis  could  be  obtained  by  bacteriological  exam¬ 
ination.  Contacts  were  also  isolated. 

On  Saturday,  October  20th,  a  sailor,  W.B.,  was  discovered  ill  on 
board  a  vessel  from  Honfleur.  He  had  enlargement  of  right  axillary 
glands,  accompanied  by  a  temperature  of  1()3‘5°  with  delirium.  He 
was  isolated  in  Hospital  and  specimens  of  gland  juice  forwarded  to  the 
Local  Oovernment  Board.  The  vessel,  in  the  absence  of  bacteriological 
report,  was  treated  as  infected,  and  all  details  of  disinfection  in  regard 
to  crew  and  ship  were  carefully  carried  out.  The  bacteriological  report 
was,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  negative 

Other  suspicious  cases  occurred  in  1901,  also  one  genuine  case  of 
Plague,  the  details  of  which  will  appear  in  a  special  report,  as  they 
do  not  relate  to  the  period  now  under  review. 

It  will  I  think  be  useful  at  this  point  to  lay  before  you  copies  of 
regulations,  &c.,  issued  by  the  Department  with  the  view  of  preventing 
the  importation  of  Plague,  Cholera,  or  Yellow  Fever.

The  attention  of  Masters,  Pilots,  Ships’  Surgeons,  Ship  Owners, 
Shipping  Agents,  and  others,  is  directed  to  the  powers  and  penalties  of 
the  Pubiic  Health  Act,  1896,  and  the  Regulations  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  made  thereunder  for  the  prevention  of  the  introduction  of 
Plague,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Cholera  into  the  Port  of  Southampton. 

in  epitome  of  the  Regulations  now  in  force  and  hereafter  to  be 
enforced  with  regard  to  Vessels  infected  with  Plague,  Yellow  Fever,  or 
Cholera,  or  from  places  infected  with  Plague,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Cholera, 
in  the  Port  of  Southampton,  will  be  found  in  the  subsequent  pages 
hereof. 

Notices  will  be  issued  from  time  to  time  determining  the  Ports  which 
are  or  will  be  deemed  infected  with  Plague,  Yellow  Fever  or  Cholera. 

A  circular  dated  9th  February,  1901,  specifying  the  infected  Ports, 
accompanies  this  Pamphlet,  which  will  hold  good  until  amended  by  a 
subsequent  circular.

FEVER,  OR  PLAGUE. 


Masters  and  Pilots,  or  any  other  person  in  command  of  vessels 
arriving  in  the  Port  of  Southampton  from  places  notified  in  the  special 
circular  referred  to,  will  be  required  to  bring  up  off  Netley,  and  there 
await  the  visit  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  his  x4ssistants 

The  Master  of  any  such  ship  shall  also,  on  being  required  so  to  do 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  cause  the  ship  to  be  moored  or 
anchored  wdiile  he  is  making  his  visit  and  examination. 

Should  the  ship  itself  he  found  to  be  infected  with  Cholera,  Yellow 
Fever,  or  Plague,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  wu‘11  give  a  certificate  to 
the  Master  certifying  that  such  ship  is  so  infected. 

The  Master  of  any  ship  so  certified  shall  remain  at  anchor  until 
the  requirements  of  the  Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board  have 
been  duly  executed. 

No  person  other  than  an  Officer  of  Customs  or  persons  acting  in 
the  execution  of  these  regulations,  shall  leave  any  such  ship  until  the 
permission  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  have  been  given. 

Every  person  certified  to  be  suffering,  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  from  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague,  shall  be  removed  if 
his  condition  admit  of  it  to  some  hospital  or  other  suitable  place. 

If  any  person  suffering  from  Cholera,  Yellow'  Fever,  or  Plague, 
cannot  be  removed,  the  ship  shall  remain  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order 
under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Any  person  certified  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be  suffer¬ 
ing  from  an  illness  which  such  officer  suspects  may  subsequently  prove 
to  be  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague,  may  be  detained  on  board  the 
ship  for  any  period  not  exceeding  tw'o  days. 

Where  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  it  is 
necessary  with  a  view’  to  prevent  the  importation  of  Cholera,  Yellow 
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Fever,  or  Plague,  no  person  shall  he  permitted  to  leave  the  vessel  until 
he  has  satisfied  such  officer  as  to  his  name,  intended  place  of  destination, 
and  intended  address  at  such  plane. 

Every  such  person,  who  within  48  hours  of  his  landing,  shall 
arrive  at  any  place  of  destination,  or  address,  other  than  such  place  or 
address  as  aforesaid,  shall  forthwith  upon  such  arrival  notify  in  writing 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  District  in  which  such  place  is 
situate. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall,  in  the  case  of  every  ship 
certified  to  be  infected,  give  directions  and  take  such  steps  as  may 
appear  to  him  to  be  necessary  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection, 
and  the  Master  of  the  said  ship  shall  forthwith  carry  into  execution  such 
directions. 

In  the  event  of  any  death  from  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague 
taking  place  on  board  of  a  vessel,  the  Master  of  such  vessel  shall  cause 
the  dead  body  to  be  so  disposed  of  as  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
may  direct. 

The  Master  shall  also  cause  the  clothing,  bedding,  and  other  infected 
articles  to  be  either  disinfected  or  destroyed  in  a  manner  directed  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Master  shall  also  cause  the  ship  to  be  disinfected,  and  every 
article  therein  other  than  the  articles  already  specified,  according  to  the 
directions  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  direct  that  all  water  tanks, 
casks,  water  ballast,  and  bilge  water  be  pumped  out  in  some  convenient 
place  before  entering  the  Dock  from  vessels  infected,  or  arriving  from 
Ports  infected  with  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague.  The  Master  shall 
cause  the  said  directions  to  be  put  into  effect. 

The  Master  of  any  ship,  or  any  other  person  shall  answer  truly  all 
such  questions  put  to  him  by,  and  give  all  such  information  to  any 
Officer  of  Customs,  or  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  as  may  be  necessary  for 
any  purpose  in  this  Order,  and  no  person  who  is  required  in  pursuance 
of  this  Order  to  give  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  or  to  notify 
to  any  Local  Authority  the  name  and  intended  place  of  destination 
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and  address  of  such  person  shall  knowingly  give  or  notify  a  false  or 
fictitious  name,  place  of  destination  or  address,  or  refuse  to  give  or  notify 
as  aforesaid  the  true  name,  intended  place  of  destination  and  address  of 
such  person. 

The  term  “Master  ”  used  in  relation  to  a  ship,  includes  the  Officer, 
Pilot,  or  other  person  for  the  time  being  in  charge  or  command  of  the 
ship. 

BOARDING  STATION. 

All  vessels  from  infected  ports  are  required  to  bring  up  off  Netley 
and  there  await  the  visit  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

If  not  visited  within  twelve  hours  after  arrival  at  the  Boarding 
Station  they  are  free  to  proceed. 

PENALTIES. 

If  any  person  wilfully  neglects  or  refuses  to  obey  or  carry  out,  or 
obstructs  the  execution  of  this  Order,  he  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  and  in  the  case  of  a  continued  offence 
to  a  further  penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds  for  every  day  during 
which  the  offence  continues. 

ADDITIONAL  MEMORANDUM  WITH  REGARD  TO 

PLAGUE, 

The  following  facts  respecting  Plague  deserve  attention  : 

Plague  has  an  incubation  period  of  from  3  to  5  days  from  the  time  of 
exposure  to  infection,  which  may  be  extended  to  10  days. 

There  are  two  principal  forms  of  this  disease  : — 

Bubonic.  Where  one  or  more  of  the  glands  become  enlarged. 

Non  =  Bubonic  (Pneumonic  and  Septicasmic).  In  which  there 
are  no  enlarged  glands,  and  when  the  symptoms  may  be  those  of  inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  Lungs,  or  may  resemble  those  of  Typhoid  Fever. 

This  second  form  can  only  be  recognised  by  Medical  men,  and  as  four- 
fifths  of  the  cases  belong  to  the  first  form,  it  will  be  alone  considered  in 
his  note. 
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The  chief  symptoms  which  should  arouse  suspicion  is  the  presence  of 
a  swollen  gland. 

There  are  three  places  where  this  swelling  is  likely  to  be  present ; 
these  are  : — 

1.  In  the  fold  of  the  Groin. 

2.  In  the  Armpit. 

3.  In  the  neck  at  the  angle  of  the  Jaw,  or  under  the  Chin. 

A  similar  swelling  in  any  other  part  of  the  body  would  also  have  to 
be  looked  on  with  suspicion. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  disease  the  characters  of  the  swelling  are 
these  : — 

Its  size  varies  from  that  of  a  bean  to  that  of  a  walnut. 

It  seems  to  lie  just  a  little  way  below  the  skin. 

The  skin  lying  over  it  is  not  altered  in  colour. 

It  is  exceedingly  tender^  frequently  the  sufferer  cannot  bear  the 

swelling  to  be  touched,  and  may  shriek  out  with  pain. 

Even  when  no  one  is  touching  it  he  may  feel  great  pain. 

In  addition  to  the  swelling  the  patient  will  look  and  feel  very  ill,  and 
will  have  all  the  usual  symptoms  of  Fever  -.—Headache,  and  pains  in  the 
body,  furred  tongue,  loss  of  appetite,  and  if  a  thermometer  is  available 
the  temperature  will  be  found  to  be  high. 

These  general  symptoms  of  Fever  will  have  been  present  for  three  or 
four  days  before  the  swelling  of  the  gland  is  noticed,  and  at  the  same 
time  there  may  have  been  acute  pain  at  the  point  where  the  swelling 
afterwards  appears. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  there  are  other  causes  which  may  . 
frequently  give  rise  to  swollen  glands. 

If  such  a  swelling  is  found  careful  search  must  be  made  for  a  wound 
or  sore  in  the  neighbourhood. 

Where  the  gland  is  in  the  armpit  a  sore  may  be  found  on  the  arm  or 
hand  ;  when  the  gland  is  in  the  neck,  the  sore  may  be  on  the  mouth  or 
lips  ;  when  the  gland  is  in  the  groin  the  sore  may  be  on  the  leg  or  foot ; 
and  also  a  swelling  in  the  groin  is  frequently  produced  by  venereal 
disease,  and  a  carefnl  examination  for  such  must  be  made. 

Another  point  to  bear  in  mind  is  that  Plague  is  a  disease  which  usually 
comes  on  suddenly  and  does  not  last  very  long,  so  that  swollen  glands 
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that  have  slowly  enlarged  for  weeks  or  more,  do  not  probably  mean 
Plague. 

Plague  is  not  confined  to  human  heings,  and  affects  rats  very  con¬ 
siderably. 

In  some  epidemics  rats  have,  been  first  affected  with  Plague,  and  tne 
bacillus  has  been  found  in  large  quantities  in  dead  rats. 

In  other  epidemics  human  beings  have  been  first  affected,  the  disease 
being  subsequently  contracted  by  rats,  and  carried  by  them  to  other 
quarters. 

The  discovery  of  large  numbers  of  dead  rats  in  vessels,  sheds,  docks, 
and  quays,  is  of  the  highest  importance. 

Persons  entrusted  with  the  removal  of  dead  rats,  and  persons  employed 
as  rat  catchers  in  the  above  places,  should  adopt  every  possible  care  in 
handling  these  rodents. 

The  greatest  danger  arises  from  handling  rats  that  have  died  from 
Plague,  the  vermin  (fleas)  leaving  the  rats  and  attacking  the  person 
handling  them,  conveying  the  disease  very  rapidly.  Before  dead  rats 
are  handled  they  should  be  immersed  in  boiling  water. 

Where  dead  rats  are  discovered  the  fact  should  be  made  known  as 
soon  as  possible  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  so  that  a  bacteriological 
examination  may  be  made  to  discover  if  the  mortality  amongst  them  is 
or  is  not  due  to  Plague. 

Shipowners  employing  men  as  rat  catchers  are  requested  to  insist  that 
rat  traps  only  should  be  used  ;  that  they  shall  first  drown  the  rats 
caught  by  them,  and  subsequently  have  them  burned  in  the  ship’s 
furnace.  The  employment  of  poison  or  dogs  is  inadmissible. 

The  owners  of  docks,  wharves,  and  sheds,  should  issue  similar  instruc¬ 
tions  and  arrange  for  the  final  destruction  of  the  drowned  rats  in  the 
most  convenient  furnace. 

DIRECTIONS  FOR  OBTAINING  MATERIAL  FROM 
SUSPECTED  PLAGUE  CASES 
FOR  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 

Where  cases  of  illness  suspected  to  be  Plague  occur  during  the  voyage, 
and  the  patient  is  likely  to  succumb  before  reaching  the  destination, 
Ships’  Surgeons  are  requested  to  obtain  samples  of  lymph  from  the  gland 
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and  blood  from  its  neighbourhood,  and  in  pneumonic  cases  samples  of 
sputum,  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

The  above  samples  should  be  collected  in  the  following  manner  : — 

COLLECTION  OF  BLOOD,  LYMPH,  AND  SPUTUM, 
FOR  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION. 

First  cleanse  with  soap  and  water  and  then  with  alcohol,  the  skin 
over  and  around  the  affected  gland,  and  dry  with  a  clean  towel. 

Prick  the  skin  so  cleansed  with  a  needle  sterilised  in  the  flame  of  a 
spirit  lamp. 

Break  off  sealed  ends  of  the  sterilised  tube  and  collect  blood,  re-seal 
both  ends  of  sterilized  tube  and  replace  in  box. 

For  the  collection  of  lymph  from  enlarged  glands,  adopt  the  same 
cleansing  process,  and  puncture  with  a  sterilised  Hypodermic  needle  and 
transfer  lymph  so  collected  to  sterilised  tube. 

If  expectoration  be  obtainable  collect  some  in  a  small  glass  stoppered 
phial  previously  well  washed  out  with  alcohol,  care  being  taken  that  no 
alcohol  remains  in  the  phial. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  endeavour  to  supply  all  vessels 
leaving  Southampton  for  districts  infected  with  Plague  with  sterilized 
tubes  for  the  collection  of  samples. 

DISINFECTION. 

Where  persons  suffering  from  Plague  have  died  at  sea,  it  is  advisable 
that  the  whole  of  the  clothing,  bedding,  and  other  materials  used  should 
be  at  once  destroyed,  and  the  hospital  or  cabin,  including  their  contents 
used  by  such  patient,  should  be  carefully  washed  in  every  part  with  a 
solution  made  from  the  following  formulae  : — 

Corrosive  sublimate,  |-oz. 

Hydrochloric  Acid,  1  oz. 

Water  ...  ...  3  gallons. 

The  mixture  should  be  made  in  non-metallic  vessels,  wooden  tubs  or 
buckets  being  preferable. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  recommends  that  vessels  frequenting 
places  infected  with  Plague  should  be  provided  with  supplies  of  *Yersin’s 
Lymph,  which  has  the  double  advantage  of  being  a  prophylactic  and 
curative  agent.

Notice  is  hereby''  given  that  in  accordance  with  the  nrovisions 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1890,  and  the  regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board  made  thereundei-  in  regard  to  Plague,  Cholera, 
and  Yellow  Fever,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Port  Medical  Officer  to 
visit  and  examine  all  vessels  aniving  in  the  Port  of  Southampton  from 
South  Africa,  Mauritius,  Ports  in  the  River  Plate,  Constan¬ 
tinople,  Alexandria,  and  other  Ports  in  the  Levant,  Hong  Kong, 
Bombay,  and  Calcutta.  Those  in  charge  of  vessels  arriving  from  any 
of  the  above  named  places  are  required  to  await  the  visit  and  inspection 
of  the  Port  Medical  Officer,  off  Netley. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  prevent  any  unnecessary  delay,  and  the 
owners  of  vessels  and  agents  will  give  great  assistance  by  advising  the 
Port  Medical  Officer  as  early  as  possible  of  the  expected  time  of  arrival 
of  any  vessel.

PLAGUE. 

Plague  may  be  introduced  into  a  district  through  the  agency  of 
Rats  infected  with  the  disease.  The  attention  of  Shipowners,  Officers, 
Dock  Companies,  and  others,  is  directed  to  the  importance  of  their 
making  every  effort  to  exterminate,  as  far  as  possible,  the  Rats  on 
Quays,  Warehouses,  and  Stores  within  the  Port. 

Shipowners  are  particularly  warned  of  the  danger  of  importing 
Rats  suffering  from  Plague  from  infected  Ports.  Every  means  should 
be  adopted  to  exterminate  Rats  from  vessels  before  their  arrival. 

The  discovery  of  dead  Rats  upon  vessels  arriving  from  infected 
Ports  should  be  seriously  considered,  and  the  fact  reported  to  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authority. 

No  dead  Rats  should  be  handled  until  they  have  been  placed  in 
a  solution  of  Carbolic  Acid  or  other  disinfectant,  or  boiling  water  has 
been  poured  over  them  to  kill  the  vermin  in  their  hair. 

No  Rats  are  to  be  taken  ashore  from  vessels  arriving  from  infected 
Ports  except  by  an  Officer  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 
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Rats  trapped  upon  vessels  should  be  drowned,  and  the  bodies 
placed  in  an  iron  receptacle  with  cover. 

For  the  convenienee  of  those  employed  in  trapping  Rats  in  the 
Docks,  a  large  tub  of  fluid  has  been  provided  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
the  Port  Sanitary  Oflice,  near  the  W^atch  House.  Cages  containing 
live  Rats  should  be  placed  in  this  tub  in  order  to  drown  the  same. 

A  receptacle  has  also  been  placed  in  position  to  receive  the  dead 
bodies,  which  will  be  conveyed  to  the  Destructor.

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Port  Sanatorium  is  kept  in  readiness  to  receive  any  cases  of 
Plague  arriving  or  occurring  in  the  Town  or  Port. 

A  Pavilion  at  the  Land  Isolation  Hospital  is  accessable  for  Contacts, 
sufficient  for  Contacts  from  town  or  passenger  vessels. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  War  Office  for  the  provision 
of  Special  Contact  Camps  to  receive  Troops  requiring  observation. 
These  are  arranged  at  Calshot  Castle  for  200,  and  at  Orange  Fort  for 
1,000  men, 

THE  STAFF. 

The  Port  Staff  has  been  increased  to  meet  the  temporary  emergencies 
by  one  temporary  Inspector  and  one  Porter.  On  the  disappearance  of 
Plague  from  South  Africa  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  continue  their 
services.
